NPR fires news 
analyst after 
remarks abeut 
Muslims

WASHINGTON - NPR 
has fired longtime news 
analyst Juan Williams, also 
a co mm entator on the Fox 
News Channel, after he 
told Bill O’Reilly that he 
gets nervous when he sees 
people in Muslim garb on 
an airplane.

Public Radio said it was 
terminating Williams’ 
contract as a senior news 
analyst over his comments 
on Fox’s “The O’Reilly 
Factor.’’ 

NPR executives had 
previously complained 
about his remarks on Fox 
and asked him to stop 
using the NPR name when 
he appeared on O’Reilly’s 
show.

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Obama, Dams reach 
to female voters

SEATTLE - In a last-ditch effort to prevent electoral disaster, 
President Barack Obama and Democratic allies are vigorously 
wooing women voters, whose usually reliable support appears 
to have softened. 

From blunt TV ads to friendlier backyard chats, they’re straining 
to persuade women that it’s the Democrats who are on their side 
and it’s in women’s vital interest to turn out and vote in the Nov. 
2 elections that could give Republicans control of one or both 
houses of Congress. 

In Seattle on Thursday, Obama told local women and others 
that “how well women do will help determine how well our 
families are doing as a whole.” Accompanied by women who 
own businesses, he spoke in a family’s backyard about the 
economy’s effects on women and outlined ways he said his 
policies have helped them.

At least 135 dead frem 
chelera outbreak in Haiti

ST. MARC, Haiti (AP) — An outbreak of severe diarrhea in 
rural central Haiti has killed at least 135 people and sickened 
hundreds more who overwhelmed a crowded hospital Thursday 
seeking treatment. 

Hundreds of patients lay on blankets in a parking lot outside St. 
Nicholas hospital in the port city of St. Marc with IVs in their 
arms for rehydration. As rain began to fall in the afternoon, 
nurses rushed to carry them inside. 

Doctors were testing for cholera, typhoid and other illnesses 
in the Caribbean nation’s deadliest outbreak since a January 
earthquake that killed as many as 300,000 people. 

Catherine Huck, deputy country director for the U.N. Office for 
the Coordination of Humanitarian Affairs, said the Caribbean 
nation’s health ministry had recorded 135 deaths and more than 
1,000 infected people. 

“What we know is that people have diarrhea, and they are 
vomiting, and (they) can go quickly if they are not seen in 
time,” said Catherine Huck, country deputy for the U.N. Office 
for the Coordination of Humanitarian Affairs. She said doctors 
were still awaiting lab results to pinpoint the disease. 

The president of the Haitian Medical Association, Claude 
Surena, said the cause appeared to be cholera, but added that 
had not been confirmed by the government. 

“The concern is that it could go from one place to another 
place, and it could affect more people or move from one region 
to another one,” he said. 

Cholera is a waterborne bacterial infection spread through 
contaminated water. It causes severe diarrhea and vomiting that 
can lead to dehydration and death within hours.

The latest comments came 
Monday, when O’Reilly 
brought on guests to discuss 
his own appearance last week 
on ABC’s “The View,” during 
which Joy Behar and Whoopi 
Goldberg walked off the set to 
protest his views on Muslims. 
“Where am I going wrong 
here, Juan?” O’Reilly asked. 
Williams, 56, responded that 
too much political correctness 
can get in the way of reality. 

“I mean, look. Bill, I’m not a 
bigot. You know the kind of 
books I’ve written about the 
civil rights movement in this 
country,” Williams said. “But 
when I get on a plane, I got to 
tell you, if I see people who 
are in Muslim garb and I think, 
you know, they are identifying 
themselves first and foremost 
as Muslims, I get worried. I 
get nervous.” 

He went on to say that not 
everyone in a religious group 
— Christian or Muslim — 
should be lumped together 
with extremists. 

NPR CEO Vivian Schiller said 


that controversial opinions 
should not come from NPR 
reporters or news analysts 
and that whatever feelings 
Williams has about Muslims 
should be between him 
and “his psychiatrist or his 
publicist.” 

Speaking Thursday at the 
Atlanta Press Club, Schiller 
also said Williams had veered 
from journalistic ethics 
several times before Monday’s 
comments. 

A phone message left 
for Williams at his home 
in Washington was not 
immediately returned 

Thursday morning. 

Williams appeared briefiy 
Thursday on Fox News and 
said he was abruptly fired 
Wednesday by Ellen Weiss, 
NPR’s vice president for news. 
He said he told Weiss he meant 
what he said on the O’Reilly 
show, but that she told him he 
had made a bigoted statement 
and crossed a line. 

“I said, ‘You mean I don’t even 
get the chance to come in and 
we do this eyeball-to-eyeball, 
person-to-person, have a 


conversation? I’ve been there 
more than 10 years,” Williams 
said. He said Weiss responded 
that “there’s nothing you can 
say that would change my 
mind.” 

Williams stood by his remarks 
Thursday and said his 
statement was not bigoted. 
Before Williams was fired, 
the Council on American- 
Islamic Relations said such 
commentary from a journalist 
about other racial, ethnic or 
religious minority groups 
would not be tolerated. 

“NPR should address the fact 
that one of its news analysts 
seems to believe that all airline 
passengers who are perceived 
to be Muslim can legitimately 
be viewed as security threats,” 
CAIR National Executive 
Director Nihad Awad said. 
Later Wednesday, NPR issued 
a statement saying Williams’ 
remarks “were inconsistent 
with our editorial standards 
and practices, and undermined 
his credibility as a news 
analyst with NPR.” 

“Juan has been a valuable 
contributor to NPR and 


public radio for many years 
and we did not make this 
decision lightly or without 
regret,” NPR spokeswoman 
Dana Davis Rehm said in an 
e-mailed statement. 
Conservative bloggers 

defended Williams on 
Thursday, blasting NPR’s 
decision. 

“All Juan Williams did is 
say both exactly how he 
feels and how many, many 
other Americans feel on this 
subject,” wrote Erick Erickson 
on his “Red State” blog. “The 
man’s body of work makes 
clear he is no bigot. But we 
sure can’t offend Muslims, 
can we?” 

Former House Speaker 
Newt Gingrich also weighed 
in, telling Fox News that 
Congress should investigate 
NPR for censorship and 
consider cutting off its public 
funding. Only a small part 
of NPR’s budget is provided 
by Congress through the 
Corporation for Public 
Broadcasting. O ’ Reilly 

also called Thursday for an

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Appeals court keeps uiilitary’s gay policy for uow

SAN FRANCISCO - A 
federal appeals court has 
frozen a judge’s order 
halting the military’s “don’t 
ask, don’t tell’’ policy, 
even as the Pentagon has 
announced it will accept 
openly gay recruits. 

A three-judge panel of the 
9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals on Wednesday 
temporarily granted the 
U.S. government’s request 
for a freeze on the judge’s 
order. 

The appellate court 
instructed lawyers for 
the gay rights group 
that brought the lawsuit 
successfully challenging 
the policy to file arguments 
in response by Monday. 

The judges would then 
decide whether to extend 
the temporary stay while it 
considers the government’s 
appeal of U.S. District 
Judge Virginia Phillips’ 
ruling that the policy was 
unconstitutional. 

The 1993 “don’t ask, 
don’t tell’’ rule says gays 
may serve but only if they 
keep secret their sexual 
orientation. 

President Barack Obama 
said last week that the 
Clinton-era law “will end 
on my watch” but added that 
“It has to be done in a way 
that is orderly, because we 
are involved in a war right 
now.” He said he supports 
repeal of the policy, but 
only after careful review 
and an act of Congress. 

A new CBS News Poll says 
a majority of respondents 
supports allowing gays and 
lesbians to serve openly in 
the military. 


The survey conducted 
Oct. 6-8, found 56 percent 
of those questioned were 
in favor of open service, 
compared with 31 percent 
in opposition. CBS said 
that result was similar to 
a February poll on the 
same topic which found 
58 percent favored and 28 
percent opposed. 

The poll’s margin of 
error was plus or minus 4 
percentage points. 

It was unclear what effect 
the temporary freeze would 
have on the Pentagon, 
which has already informed 
recruiters to accept 
openly gay recruits and 
has suspended discharge 
proceedings for gay 
service members. Defense 
Department spokesman 
Col. Dave Lapan said 
Thursday morning that he 
expects new guidelines 
be announced later in the 
day. The military could at 
least temporarily return 
to its policy banning gays 
and lesbians from serving 
openly while the courts 
continue to consider the 
question. 

The White House referred 
questions to the Justice 
Department. Alisa Finelli, a 
spokesperson for the Justice 
Department, declined to 
comment Wednesday. 

A lawyer for the Log Cabin 
Republicans said the group 
was disappointed, but 
called it a minor setback. 
The group, which brought 
its lawsuit in 2004, argues 
that forcing gays in uniform 
to remain silent about their 
personal lives violates their 
First Amendment rights 
and that the military’s 
reluctance to end the policy

(AP Photo/Bebeto Matthews) 
was based on unfounded 
fears, not facts. 

“We hope that the 9th 
Circuit will recognize the 
inherent contradiction 
in the government’s 
arguments for a longer stay 
in light of eight full days of 
non-enforcement with no 
‘enormous consequences,”’ 
said Alexander Nicholson, 
a gay veteran who also was 
a plaintiff in the Log Cabin 
lawsuit. 

Government lawyers argue 
that striking down the

Later, trying to rekindle the 
enthusiasm of his presidential 
race, he all but ordered 
thousands of cheering 
supporters at a packed 
University of Washington arena 
to get out and vote, even though 
he’s not on the ballot.

The latest Associated Press- 
GftC poll underscores the 
Democrats’ concern: Women 
long have leaned toward 
Democrats but, at a time of great 
economic unrest, those who are 
likely to vote now split fairly 
evenly between the two parties, 
49 percent favoring Democrats, 
45 percent Republicans. That’s 
a significant drop from 2006 
when Democrats had a double¬ 
digit edge. The current margin 
mirrors 1994, the year of a 
Republican wave that swept 
Congress.Men usually break for 
Republicans, and they broadly 
favor the GOP this year, too. 
Women could hold the key 
for Obama and his party as 
Democrats look to minimize 
expected widespread losses 
at all levels of government in 
a year when, particularly on

Hope for the Democrats: A 
lot of women are undecided, 
and more than a third who are 
likely to vote say they could 
still change their minds before 
the election. With that in mind, 
the White House, Democratic 
candidates and outside groups 
are reaching out to female 
voters. Making it personal, 
Obama told the backyard group 
on Thursday he’s determined 
to make sure that girls get as 
good an education as boys, 
particularly in math and 
science. 

“As a father of two daughters, 
this is something that I spend a 
lot of time thinking about,” he 
said. He presented two women 
— Christina Lomasney, a 
physicist and president of a 
local metals company, and Jody 
Hall, who has five cupcake 
shops in the Seattle area — 
who praised the government for 
business help. 

Besides the president, first 
lady Michelle Obama has 
campaigned on Democrats’ 
behalf with a particular focus 
on women. She recently 
pleaded for their votes during 
a New York fundraiser that 
partly benefited the Women’s 
Leadership Forum. She was 
flanked by Vice President Joe 
Biden’s wife, Jill, and actress 
Sarah Jessica Parker of “Sex 
and the City.” 

Mrs. Obama reminded the 
crowd that her husband had 
named two women to the 
Supreme Court and that the 
first piece of legislation he 
signed as president was the 
Lilly Ledbetter Act to help 
women achieve equal pay. 
Across the country. Democratic 
candidates and their allies are 
reaching out to women, mostly 


by casting their Republican 
opponents — some of them 
women as well — as out-of- 
step with their concerns. 

The head of EMILY’s List, 
Stephanie Schriock, recently 
warned voters in a speech 
that a Republican takeover of 
Congress — and Republican 
John Boehner as House speaker 
— would mean “a dangerous 
world.” The organization, 
dedicated to electing women 
who favor abortion rights, had 
hundreds of female volunteers 
calling women in California 
urging them to vote for Sen. 
Barbara Boxer. 

In Nevada, a new ad by 
the Service Employees 
International Union assails 
Senate Democratic Leader 
Harry Reid’s GOP challenger, 
saying Sharron Angle would 
force a rape victim who was 
impregnated to have the baby, 
and her ideas would hurt 

women’s ability to get college 
loans, find jobs and have Social 
Security. 

Elsewhere, Democrats have 
hammered Republican Ken 
Buck in Colorado’s Senate 

race over claims of a woman 

who says Buck once refused 

to prosecute a case in which 
she said she had been raped. 
In Kentucky’s Senate race. 
Democrat Jack Conway, trailing 
his GOP opponent in the polls, 
has an ad running that asks: 
“Why did Rand Paul once tie a 
woman up?” — a reference to 
an allegation of a college prank. 
And Washington Sen. Murray 
is assailing Republican Dino 
Rossi with an ad that accuses 
him of wanting to “turn back 
the clock” on abortion rights. 
On Election Day a week from 
Tuesday, women could make 
the difference in a couple of 


dozen extraordinarily close 
congressional races scattered 
across the nation, and in a half 
dozen neck-and-neck Senate 
contests that could determine 
whether Republicans rise to 
power, among them Washington 
state, Nevada, Colorado, 
Illinois, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania. 

Women also could affect 
governors’ races from coast 
to coast, including the biggest 
prizes of the year in Ohio, 
California and Florida. 

Top Democrats publicly shrug 
off the notion that women 
are fleeing the party, but the 
intense focus by the White 
House and candidates on this 
generally reliable constituency 
shows a concern. “One of the 
issues that separates us from 
the Republican Party is our 
advocacy on these issues,” said 
White House senior adviser 
David Axelrod. “There is a 
very strong case to be made for 
the advocacy that we’ve shown 
and for our belief that getting 
fair treatment for women, 
whether it’s in the workplace, 
in the health care system, in 
obtaining capital in order to 
start or expand businesses.” 

To promote that position, 
Obama’s National Economic 
Council released a report on 
“Jobs and Economic Security 
for America’s Women” — 
detailing small-business loans, 
child care tax credits and other 
programs aimed at women 
— and top aide Valerie Jarrett 
made the rounds on morning 
talk shows to promote his 
policies. 

“Strengthening opportunities 
for women in our economy is 
a key focus of the presidents 
economic agenda,” Jarrett 
wrote the White House blog.

SAN ANTONIO - Texas 
health offieials have shut 
down a proeessing plant 
linked to contaminated 
celery that sickened at least 
six people this year, four of 
whom died, and ordered the 
recall of all of the produce that 
passed through the plant since 
January. 

SanGar Produce & Processing 
Co. issued the recall 
Wednesday after its plant in 
San Antonio was shuttered. 
The Texas Department of 
State Health Services traced 
six of 10 known cases of 
listeriosis in the state during 


an eight month period to 
celery processed there. The 
agency is investigating the 
origins of the other four cases, 
which include one death. 
Health inspectors found 
problems with sanitation 
at the plant, including a 
condensation leak over a 
food production area. The 
health department is trying 
to determine who the now- 
recalled produce was sold to 
and whether it was used in 
other products. The agency 
recommends that customers 
throw out or return all SanGar 
products. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration is also looking 
into the contamination and 


may decide to expand the 
recall once it learns more, Don 
Kraemer, the deputy director 
in the FDA’s Office of Food 
Safety, told The Associated 
Press on Thursday. 

Texas health department 
spokeswoman Carrie 

Williams said that the state 
asked the company to close 
voluntarily but it refused. 
“They refused, so we shut 
them down and ordered a 
recall,” she said. 

Kenneth Sanquist Jr., the 
company’s president, said in 
a statement Thursday that the 
state used flawed methods 
to collect its samples. The 
sample at the plant “appears” 
to have been taken by 
someone not wearing proper 
lab attire and proper gloves, 
and was transported in a 
nonrefrigerated container, 
he said. “We question the 
validity of the state’s lab 
results,” Sanquist said, adding 
that the company offered use 
of a refrigerated container but 
the state declined. 

Williams said the agency 
stands by its analysis and lab 
results. 

“Our experts are well-trained 
and pull samples according 
to protocol,” she said. “We 
would not have taken this 
serious action had we not 
been certain.” 

Health officials are trying 
to determine how much 
potentially tainted produce 
passed through the plant 
since January and whether it 
could have ended up in other 
products. Some of the celery 
was grown in California, 
but there appeared to be 
no problem with it until it 
reached the SanGar plant, 
Williams said. 


Health officials the produce 
was sold to restaurants, 
schools and hospitals, but that 
they don’t believe it was sold 
in grocery stores. 

“We know their customers 
include schools and hospitals. 
It was absolutely crucial that 
we protect these populations,” 
Williams said. 

The 10 people who contracted 
listeriosis were in Bexar, 
Travis and Hidalgo counties, 
in central and southern parts 
of the state. Williams said the 
agency has no information so 
far that the recalled produce 
— which also includes lettuce, 
pineapple and honeydew — 


were distributed outside of 
Texas. 

“We know other products are 
chopped at the plant on the 
same line,” Williams said. 

On its website, SanGar says 
that “indirectly through 
several of our customers, our 
products are distributed in the 
Rio Grande Valley, Houston, 
Dallas and Oklahoma.” 

There have been three 
reported cases of listeriosis 
in Oklahoma this year, but 
the state is not aware of any 
cases connected to the recall, 
Oklahoma State Department 
of Health spokesman Larry 
Weatherford said. □

ATLANTA - Far fewer people 
are dying in car crashes with 
teens at the wheel, but it’s not 
because teenagers are driving 
more cautiously. Experts say 
laws are tougher, and cars and 
highways are safer. 

Fatal car crashes involving 
teen drivers fell by about a 
third over five years, according 
to a new federal report that 
credits tougher restrictions on 
younger drivers. 

The number of deaths tied to 
these accidents dropped from 
about 2,200 in 2004 to 1,400 in 
2008, the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention said. 
The CDC looked at fatal 
accidents involving drivers 
who were 16 or 17. There 
were more than 9,600 such 
incidents during the five-year 



span, and more than 11,000 
people died, including more 
than 4,000 of the teen drivers 
and more than 3,400 of their 
passengers. 

The report is being published 
in Friday’s issue of the CDC’s 
Morbidity and Mortality 
Weekly Report. 

The rate of such fatal crashes 
has been declining since 
1996. Experts credit a range 
of factors, including safer cars 
with air bags and highway 
improvements, which reduce 
the risk of death. 

The number of non-fatal 
accidents involving drivers 
16 and 17 years old has 
been dropping as well — 
by 31 percent from 2004 
through 2008, according to 
government figures. 

The decline is similar to 
the 36 percent drop in fatal 
crashes reported in the new 
CDC report. 

Experts say a chief reason is 
that most states have been 
getting tougher on when teens 
can drive and when they can 
carry passengers. 

“It’s not that teens are 
becoming safer,” said Russ 
Rader, spokesman for the 
Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety, an Arlington, 
Va.-based research group 
funded by auto insurance 
companies. 

“It’s that state laws enacted 
in the last 15 years are 
taking teens out of the most 
hazardous driving situations,” 
such as driving at night or with 
other teens in the car, he said. 
Graduated driver’s licensing 
programs, as they are called, 
began appearing in 1996, and 
49 states now have them. Some 
are stricter than others, which 
may be one reason death rates 
vary by state, Rader said. 

The CDC found that Wyoming 
had the highest death rate, 
with about 60 traffic fatalities 
involving 16- and 17-year-old 
drivers per 100,000 people 
that age. 

New York and New Jersey, 
which have rigorous driving 
restrictions on teens, had the 
lowest rates, about 10 per 
100,000. 

Wyoming’s driver’s license 
laws are laxer than some other 
states. For example, 16-year- 
olds are allowed to drive until 


11 p.m., or in some cases even 
later, while other states force 
them off the roads starting at 
9 p.m. 

The author of the report, 
CDC epidemiologist Ruth 
Shults, said rural states such 
as Wyoming tend to have 
higher rates of traffic deaths. 
One problem is that remote 
stretches of road are hard to 
reach quickly by ambulance, 
and even harder to get a 
critically injured person to a 
trauma center, experts say. 
Lorrie Pozarik, a consultant 
to Wyoming state government 
on traffic safety issues, said 
the state ranks poorly in seat- 
belt use. A love of pickup 
trucks has a lot to do with that. 
“People feel like, T’m in a 
pickup, I don’t need a belt,”’ 
Pozarik said. 

“Our No. 1 fatal crash is a 
single-vehicle rollover. It 
happens to be the one crash 
where a seat belt is most 
effective when it comes to 
saving your life. 

“The bottom line is that 
we have no perception of 
risk in Wyoming,” Pozarik 
continued. “You’re driving 
along the highway, there isn’t 
a car in sight. You can see 10 
miles in 20 directions, and 
you’re sort of sitting back and 
cruising.” 

In New York, the driver’s 
license restrictions can at 
times be annoying, said Ali 
Janicki, a 17-year-old high 
school senior in the town of 
North White Plains. 

Janicki had a “junior” license 
when she was 16, which 
restricted her from driving 
after 9 p.m. and from driving 
with more than one other 
youth in the car. She broke the 
rules a few times, giving her 
sister and a friend a ride home 
from school, or driving home 
from a movie after 9. 
Sometimes, she also needed 
a parent to drive her to 
nighttime parties. “It kind of 
bugged me,” she said. “But I 
understand why.” 

She said she was nearly in an 
accident Thursday, but blamed 
another — older — driver’s 
error. “I think older people, 
past about 40, should have 
to take a test and make sure 
their eyes are still working the 
same way,” she said. □

Treatment involves administering a salt and sugar-based 
rehydration serum. 

The sick come from across the rural Artibonite region, 
which did not experience significant damage in the Jan. 
12 quake but has absorbed thousands of refugees from the 
devastated capital 45 miles south of St. Marc. 

Government figures list a total of 54 people dead and 619 
ill, said Yolaine Surena, a coordinator for Haiti’s civil 
protection department. 

Some patients said they drank water from a public 
canal, while others said they bought purified water. All 
complained of symptoms including fever, vomiting and 
severe diarrhea. 

“I ran to the bathroom four times last night vomiting,” said 
70-year-old Belismene Jean Baptiste. 

Trucks loaded with medical supplies including rehydration 
salts were to be sent from Port-au-Prince to the hospital, 
said Jessica DuPlessis, an OCHA spokeswoman. Doctors 
at the hospital said they also needed more personnel to 
handle the flood of patients. 

Elyneth Tranckil was among dozens of relatives standing 
outside the hospital gate as new patients arrived near death. 
“Police have blocked the entry to the hospital, so I can’t 
get in to see my wife,” Tranckil said. 

Aid groups were mobilizing to ship medicine, water 
fdtration units and other relief supplies to the Artibonite 
region. 

“We have been afraid of this since the earthquake,” said 
Robin Mahfood, president of Food for the Poor, which 
was preparing to airlift donations of antibiotics, oral 
dehydration salts and other supplies. 

The U.S. Embassy in Port-au-Prince issued an advisory 
urging people to drink only bottled or boiled water and eat 
only food that has been thoroughly cooked. Q

Belgian woman who altered 
parachnte gets 30 years

BRUSSELS (AP) —A jealous schoolteacher 
who doctored the parachute of a love rival 
causing her to plunge to her death was sentenced 
to 30 years in prison Thursday. 

In sentencing Els Clottemans, 26, the judge said 
the only mitigating circumstance in the 2006 
skydive murder was her feeble psychological 
condition. Clottemans attempted suicide in 
2008. 

She was sentenced a day after she was 
found guilty of murdering Els Van Doren by 
sabotaging her parachute so neither it nor 
a safety chute would open during a Nov. 18, 
2006, jump. 

A jury at a courthouse in the East Belgian town 
of Tongeren agreed with the prosecution that 
jealousy motivated Clottemans. 

She and Van Doren were members of the same 
parachute club. The killer and her victim were 
intimately involved with the same a man, a 
Dutch skydiver, whom Clottemans wanted for 
herself 


The jury said Clottemans acted with 
premeditation and that, as an accomplished 
jumper, she knew very well how to disable a 
parachute. Evidence at the trial showed she 
sent anonymous letters about Van Doren’s 
love life to mutual friends and that she was 
psychologically unstable. Clottemans faced a 
maximum penalty of life in prison. 

Her trial opened Sept. 24 with the accused 
sitting nervously near the mud-caked parachute 
bag and helmet that Van Doren wore on the day 
she died. The jury saw video footage from a 
camera mounted on her helmet, that Van Doren 
had shot during what would be her last jump. 
She and Clottemans were among the last four 
jumpers to leave the Cessna plane. 

The video showed how the victim looked up, 
yanking at her gear, hoping to see an open 
canopy above her. 

Neither parachute opened and she crashed into a 
garden in the East Belgian town of Opglabbeek 
and died instantly. 

Throughout her trial, Clottemans maintained 
her innocence. □ 


Anti-dump protesters clash with police in Italy 


ROME (AP)—Demonstrators 
on Thursday set vehicles 
ablaze and hurled stones and 
firecrackers at police over 
plans to build a garbage dump 
at a national park, leaving 20 
officers injured, authorities 
said. 

The clashes highlighted the 
latest garbage crisis around 
the Naples area in southern 
Italy. Two years ago. Premier 
Silvio Berlusconi intervened 
to resolve an emergency 
caused when collectors 
stopped picking up trash 
because dumps were full and 
residents protested new ones. 
Berlusconi called an 
emergency meeting to be held 
in Rome, likely on Friday, a 


statement from the premier’s 
office said. The meeting will 
gather the ministers of interior, 
environment and economics, 
and the head of the Civil 
Protection Department. 

The protests have been going 
on for a few days, but they 
escalated as protesters clashed 
with police after officials 
confirmed a decision to open 
a new dump in the Vesuvio 
National Park. 

The police were escorting 
more than 30 garbage trucks 
to a dump in the municipality 
of Terzigno. The protesters 
blocked the garbage trucks 
from unloading at an existing 
site and police charged and 
used tear gas to disperse them. 


By sundown Thursday, 
some 20 police officers had 
been injured, said Antonella 
Calvanese, a spokeswoman 
for the Naples police. Some 
garbage trucks and two police 
cars were set on fire, she said. 
Naples and surrounding 
areas have suffered garbage 
crises for years, the result of 
corruption, poor management 
and infiltration by the local 
mob. After a flare-up in late 
2007 and 2008, the Berlusconi 
government reopened some 
old dumps, started shipping 
some garbage to Germany, and 
also ordered the construction 
of new dumps and incinerators 
as part of efforts to ease the 
problem. □

MANILA, Philippines (AP) 
—A bomb ripped through a 
passenger bus Thursday in 
the southern Philippines, 
killing at least 10 people 
and wounding nine in an 
attack authorities say may 
have been carried out by an 
extortion gang with links to 
Muslim militants. 

The bus was traveling with 
more than 50 passengers 
when the powerful blast 
shook the rear of the 
vehicle from the overhead 
compartment, police 

Chief Superintendent Gil 
Meneses said. The force of 
the explosion was so strong 
it decapitated two of the 
victims, he said. 

Ten people, including the 
bus conductor, died in the 
blast in Matalam township 
in North Cotabato province, 
said police spokeswoman 
Senior Inspector Joyce 


Birrey. No one immediately 
claimed responsibility for 
the blast. The southern 
Philippines is home to 
kidnappers, extortion gangs 
and a decades-old Muslim 
insurgency. 

President Benigno Aquino 
III condemned the bombing 
and ordered police to step 
up security at possible 
terrorist targets. 

Police and army units 
interviewed survivors 
and examined the twisted 
metal and other debris 
to determine the type of 
explosive, Meneses said. 
An ordnance team said it 
appeared to be an 81mm 
mortar round that was 
remotely detonated using 
cellular phones. 

The driver told police three 
men who boarded the bus 
along the highway got off 
minutes before the blast. 
Their sketches were being 
prepared from witnesses’ 


descriptions, Birrey said. 
Military spokesman Lt. 
Col. Randolph Cabangbang 
said authorities suspect the 
Al-Khobar extortion gang 
in the attack, saying the bus 
company involved in the 
bombing had been targeted 
for extortion in the past. 
Al-Khobar is the most 
notorious of the region’s 
extortion gangs, and 
authorities say it is made 
up of criminals and former 
Muslim rebels who have 
been blamed for attacking 
businesses that refuse to 
pay their ransom demands. 
The group is on a U.S. list 
of terrorist organizations. 

In April last year, two 
homemade bombs exploded 
hours apart on one bus, 
wounding the conductor 
and five passengers. 
A bomb exploded at a 
Cotabato city bus terminal 
in February the same year, 
wounding two people. 
Troops last year captured 
a suspected Al-Khobar 
leader, Mokasid Dilna, 
who allegedly trained with 
militants in Afghanistan 
and Pakistan in the 1990s. 
Military officials said he 
provided refuge to foreign 
militants and acted as a 
link with two local Muslim 
groups — the violent Abu 
Sayyaf and the larger Moro 
Islamic Liberation Front, 
which has been engaged 
in peace talks with the 
government. 

Mohagher Iqbal, the chief 
negotiator for the Moro 
rebels, said his group had no 
involvement in Thursday’s 
bombing.Q

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UN envoy: AP findings on settlements ‘aiarming

JERUSALEM (AP) — 
The U.N.’s Mideast envoy 
on Thursday critieized 
Israel’s renewed building 
in West Bank settlements in 
response to an Assoeiated 
Press investigation. 

The AP report showed that 
Israel has begun building 
at least 544 apartments 
since a 10-month halt on 
new housing starts in the 
settlements expired late 
last month. Palestinians 
charge that construction 
in the settlements is 
aimed at preventing 
the establishment of a 
Palestinian state, and the 
issue has brought recently 
renewed U.S.-brokered 

peace talks to a standstill. 
Also Thursday, world 
Jewish leaders broke with 
the past and demanded 
an active role in deciding 
Israel-Palestinian peace 
issues, singling out the 
fate of the holy city of 
Jerusalem. 

In a statement, U.N. 
envoy Robert Serry called 
the AP settlement report 
“alarming.” He said 
settlement construction is 
“illegal under international 
law” and “will only further 
undermine trust.” 

Despite intense U.S. 
pressure, Israel has so 
far refused to renew the 
construction curbs, saying 
the settlement issue 
should be addressed in 
negotiations. 

Israel also drew criticism 
Thursday from former 
President Jimmy Carter, 
who is visiting Israel, Gaza 
and the West Bank. 

After touring east Jerusalem 
flashpoints where Jewish 
settlers have moved in to 
houses after Palestinians 
were evicted. Carter 
expressed outrage. 

“The suffering here

and defense rest only with 
the people of Israel and the 
government of Israel, but I 
think Jerusalem is different 
... I want the Jewish people 
to be involved in the 
discussion on the future of 
Jerusalem because it is our 
future as well.” 

For decades. Diaspora 
Jews have given almost 
automatic support to 
Israel’s government in 
most issues affecting the 
nation, providing financial 
and political backing but 
leaving the final choices to 



deprivations of people in 
Gaza are evidence of the 
improper policies of the 
government of Israel,” he 
said. “We will continue 
to work on a peaceful 
solution where the Israelis 
will withdraw from east 
Jerusalem, and let this be 
the capital of a Palestinian 
state.” 

Later, as Carter was 
being driven through east 
Jerusalem, a car driven by 
a Palestinian entered the 
motorcade, Israeli police 
said. 

The convoy halted, and 
armed guards took the 
Palestinian driver for 
questioning. 

Palestinians demand 

control over east Jerusalem, 
with its key holy sites in 
the Old City, as part of any 
peace accord. 

While world Jewish groups 
reflect the full range of 
political outlooks, many 
oppose concessions 

over Jerusalem’s holy 
sites as a matter of 
principle, regardless of 




the political or military 
price Israel might have 
to pay for standing firm. 
Past Israeli governments 
have offered concessions 
over Jerusalem, but 
Prime Minister Benjamin 
Netanyahu has not. 

On Thursday a conference 
of international Jewish 
leaders demanded a say in 
deciding Jerusalem’s fate 
— a major change from the 
past. 

“Jerusalem belongs to 
the entire Jewish people, 
and all Jews in the world 
should have a right to 
participate in the decision 
making on the future of 
Jerusalem,” said Malcolm 
Hoenlein, executive 

vice chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents 
of Major American Jewish 
Organizations. 

“Issues such as security 


Israel’s elected leaders. 
Also, most Jews abroad 
have accepted the notion 
that only Israelis, who 
endure the daily rigors of 
life in Israel, pay its taxes 
and serve in its military, 
should be granted the right 
to decide its future. 
Netanyahu’s office refused 
to comment on Hoenlein’s 
remarks. 

Dan Kurtzer, a former 
U.S. ambassador to Israel 
and an activist in dovish 
Israeli groups, said Israel 
is likely to resist calls like 
Hoenlein’s for an active 
role in decision-making. 

“I don’t gather there is much 
interest at all in having 
world Jewish opinion 
actually have a vote,” he 
said. “I think some of the 
Diaspora Jews would like 
more than just to express 
their opinion, and that’s 
where the gap still is.” 

Zeev Bielski, a lawmaker 
from the centrist Kadima 
Party and former chairman 
of the Jewish Agency, said 
Israel should welcome 
the involvement of 
caring Diaspora Jews like 
Hoenlein. 

“If we are a Jewish state, 
we should accept the 
wishes of Jewish leaders 
to be involved, but only to 
a certain point,” he said. 
“Obviously, there are some 
issues that only the citizens 
of Israel can decide. ”□

Hamlin ready for NASCAR 
showdown with Johnson

Carolina (AP) — Mired in 
traffic in the closing laps of 
the March race at Martinsville 
Speedway, Denny Hamlin 
bulldozed his way through the 
crowd determined to be first 
to the finish line. 

“I think no matter what, we 
were going to win that race,” 
Hamlin recalled this week of 
his sensational drive through 
the pack to his first victory of 
the NASCAR season. 


He needs to have the same 
mindset on Sunday when 
he goes into the sixth race 
in the 10-race Chase for 
the championship trailing 
four-time defending series 
champion Jimmie Johnson by 
41 points. 

Nobody is in the same class 
at Martinsville as the top two 
drivers in the Chase standings 
— they have combined to 
win the last eight races at 
Martinsville — and this short 
track showdown could be 
pivotal in determining this 


year’s champion. 

“People would think so, and I 
would think so,” Hamlin said 
of the title implications for 
Sunday’s race. “I’d think that 
he’d be one of the guys that I 
would have to beat.” 

Hamlin held the points lead 
through the first two Chase 
races, but dropped behind 
Johnson after Kansas, and has 
seen the gap widen in the last 
two weeks. Yet he still feels as 
if he has Johnson right where 
he wants him with five races 
remaining in the Chase.

The NFL is not the only sport 
figuring out how to deal with 
head injuries. Major League 
Baseball might create a 
7-day disabled list just for 
players with concussions as 
soon as next season, a person 
familiar with the proposal 
told The Associated Press. 
The new DL would be in 
addition to the 15- and 60- 
day lists that already exist 
for injuries of all sorts, the 
person told the AP, speaking 
on condition of anonymity 
because the proposal is in 
the preliminary stages. 

It’s the latest example of 
the ways in which various 
leagues are addressing 
concussions, an injury that 
has drawn the most attention 
lately in football — and an 
injury that medical experts 
say they are still in the 
process of understanding. 


particularly when it comes 
to prevention and treatment. 
After a series of illegal 
hits last weekend, the NFL 
imposed fines of at least 
$50,000 on three players and 
warned that, starting with 
this week’s games, violent 
conduct will be cause for 
suspension. Commissioner 
Roger Goodell sent teams 
a memo “to emphasize the 
importance of teaching safe 
and controlled techniques” 
related to “contact to the 
head and neck.” 

Make no mistake: 
Concussions can happen 
on all fields of play, and 
officials at Major League 
Baseball, the NHL and 
NBA are following the 
developments in the NFL. 
There was a two-day summit 
on hockey concussions at 
the Mayo Clinic this week, 
for example. And now 
comes word that a 7-day 


DL will be considered 
this offseason by a new 
concussion subcommittee 
that is being formed under 
baseball’s medical advisory 
committee, according to the 
person who described the 
proposal to the AP. 

If the subcommittee OKs 
the idea, it would need to be 
approved by Commissioner 
Bud Selig, then the players’ 
union. A change to the 
disabled list rules would 
be subject to collective 
bargaining with the union. 
All four of the major U.S. 
sports have moved closer 
to each other on concussion 
policies in recent years. 

One example: The NFL 
decided last year to make 
every team identify an 
independent neurologist for 
players to see when they 
have a concussion; that’s 
something the NHL began 
doing in 1997. 

“I would say now the sports 
are 90 percent in agreement, 
and I wouldn’t have said that 
four or five years ago,” said 
Mark Lovell, the founding 
director of the University of 
Pittsburgh Medical Center 
Sports Medicine Concussion 
Program. “There’s not a 
huge variability in terms of 
how the injury is managed 
on the medical side. ... 
Overall, the standards are 
pretty uniform.” 

Lovell has served as a 
consultant in several sports 
— including the NFL, NHL, 
Major League Soccer, auto 
racing circuits and the U.S. 
Ski Team — and developed 
the neurocognitive testing 
that is used to establish 
a baseline against which 
results can be compared 
when players have a head 
injury. 

Teams in the NFL, NHL 
and baseball’s major and 
minor leagues are required 


to have players take those 
tests. Some NBA teams do 
it, too, Lovell said, even 
though “you’re certainly 
not concerned about 
concussions in the NBA to 
the extent that you are in 
some of the more collision- 
sport areas.” 

That also explains why the 
NBA — unlike the NFL, 
NHL and MLB — doesn’t 
have a formal concussion 
policy, league spokesman 
Tim Frank said. 

“But it’s not like we turn 
a blind eye to this,” Frank 
said. “It’s just not been 
a prominent issue in our 
league to this point, but 
it’s certainly something we 
monitor very closely.” 
Indeed, the NBA even 
keeps track of the number 
of concussions its players 
get, something the NHL and 
baseball also do, although 
none make that data 
available to the public. 
Explained NHL spokesman 
Fra nk Brown: “You cannot 
measure concussions 

prevented by an appropriate 
medical approach or by 
rule changes or by respect 
that players show for each 
other.” 

Every week, the NFL releases 
official team-by-team injury 
reports that list players and 
the nature of their injuries, 
as well as noting how much 
they participated in practice 
or their status for that week’s 
game. In a practice report 
issued this week covering 24 
of the league’s 32 teams, a 
total of200 players are listed 
as having some sort of injury 
— 15, or 7.5 percent, with 
a head injury, neck injury, 
concussion or migraines. 
The NHL saw head injuries 
to such high-profile players 
as Pat LaFontaine, Eric 
Lindros and Scott Stevens 
in the past. In baseball, the 


Mi nn esota Twins lost All- 
Star slugger Justin Momeau 
for the last three months 
of this season because of a 
concussion, for example, 
while the New York Mets 
had a series of players with 
head injuries: David Wright, 
Jason Bay and Ryan Church. 
And those sports, like the 
NFL, have reacted. 

In March, the NHL — 
which has been taking 
on concussions since the 
1990s — issued a ban on 
previously legal shoulder 
hits to the head from a 
player’s blindside, a fairly 
rare instance of the league 
changing rules during a 
season. While the NHL 
stopped short of banning 
all contact with the head, it 
did bar what is considered 
the most dangerous type of 
hit, and players now can be 
ejected for them. 

None of the leagues has 
explicit rules for exactly 
how long a player must 
sit out with a concussion, 
which is why Momeau was 
sidelined from July until 
the playoffs, while Chicago 
Bears quarterback Jay 
Cutler, for example, missed 
only one game after getting 
hurt this season. 

Lovell, the concussion 
expert, thinks that disparity 
is OK, because concussion 
treatment needs to be guided 
by an individual’s health, 
rather than one-size-fits- 
all mles. “The injury is so 
variable from person to 
person, not just from sport 
to sport. There’s still a lot of 
stuff we don’t know about 
concussions, and I’d say 80 
to 90 percent of what we do 
know, we’ve learned in the 
last 10 years or so,” Lovell 
said. “That’s how quickly 
this is evolving. Everybody 
is different in terms of their 
tolerance. ”□

series. 

Aubrey Huff singled with one 
out in the ninth and took third 
when Buster Posey singled 
for his fourth hit of the game. 
Uribe hit a medium-deep 
fly, leaving left fielder Ben 
Franeiseo with no ehanee to 
get the sliding Huff 
“I got butterflies,” winning 
piteher Brian Wilson said. “I 
got anxiety. 

I got a mini-uleer developing, 
but it’s all worth it. We never 
lost foeus.” 

Boosted by yet another big 
hit from Cody Ross and a 
timely double from Pablo 
Sandoval, the Giants pushed 
the two-time defending NL 
ehampion Phillies to the brink 
of elimination. Philadelphia 
will send Roy Halladay 
against Tim Lineeeum in 
Game 5 Thursday night — 
it’s a remateh of aees that 
Lineeeum won in the opener.

Ross produeed again. He hit a 
go-ahead RBI single Tuesday 
after eonneeting for three 
home runs over the two games 
in Philadelphia.

LONDON (AP) — 
Heavyweight champion 
Wladimir Klitschko vowed 
Thursday to make Derek 
Chisora “eat your words” for 
making light of his boxing 
skills when they meet in a 
world title fight in Germany 
later this year. 

Chisora, the British and 
Commonwealth champion 
who is undefeated in 14 fights, 
is widely expected to be out of 
his depth when he takes on 
Klitschko — who holds the 
IBF, IBO and WBO titles — 
in Mannheim, Germany on 
Dec. 11. 

But the 26-year-old Chisora 
seems full of confidence, 
winding up Klitschko at a 


news conference in London 
by insisting he will “take 
him out of his comfort zone” 
and saying that the best thing 
about the Ukrainian is his ring 
entrance. 

The experienced Klitschko, 
who is unbeaten in six years 
and has ruled the heavyweight 
division for the past decade 
along with his older brother 
Vitali, was undeterred. 

“You say I have no boxing 
skills, you say it’s going to be 
rough and tough. Maybe you 
consider me a bum in boxing,” 
Klitschko said. “Well, good 
luck. I will make you eat your 
words. I love to do paintwork 
on your face.” 

Chisora was handed an 
unexpected opportunity to 
take on Klitschko after talks 


between the 34-year-old three- 
belt champion and England’s 
David Haye, who holds the 
WBA title, broke down over 
money. A three-fight deal was 
reached earlier this month 
after just four or five days’ 
talks, according to Chisora’s 
promoter Frank Warren. 
Under the deal, Chisora will 
fight Vitali next if he wins in 
December. 

Haye, meanwhile, will 
fight fellow London-bom 
boxer Audley Harrison in 
Manchester next month in a 
bout which is expected to be 
as one-sided as Klitschko-

I have a hard 
time getting used to that. It’s 
hard to believe I’m 50.” 

Perry missed the cut in three of 


the last five PGA Tour events 
he played, then spent six 
weeks off to rest and prepare 
for the senior circuit. 

“It seems I went flat this 
year,” Perry said. “In all the 
years I was on the tour I felt 
like I needed to win. I didn’t 
feel like I needed to win this 
year. It was just a letdown. 
We’re going to rekindle the 
fire this off season and see 
what happens.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Kobe 
Bryant had just finished with 
a Big Three when LeBron 
James and friends got to work 
building another. 

Dwyane Wade soon 
announeed he was staying in 
Miami, flanked by Chris Bosh, 
who said he was eoming. The 
next night, James appeared 
on his mueh-publieized, 
heavily eritieized TV speeial 
to deelare his intentions of 
heading to South Beaeh. 

Two days, three All-Stars. 
Just like that, the Heat were 
the elear winners in July. 

For now, Bryant and the two- 
time defending ehampion 
Lakers still own June. 

“I think until someone beats 
the Lakers, the Lakers is the 
team to beat. I don’t eare how 
staeked the team is,” Hall 
of Lamer Miehael Jordan 
said. “That’s the thing about 
being ehampions. Until you 
get knoeked off of that hill, 
you’re still the ehampions.” 
The new Heat make their 
debut in the NBA season 
opener on Tuesday against the 
Boston Celties, who brought 
baek their trio of Kevin 
Garnett, Paul Pieree and 
Ray Allen, then added even 
more age when they signed 
Shaquille O’Neal. 

And O’Neal has a message 
for his former fans in Miami: 
Older is definitely better. 
“Everyone wants to talk about 
the young team, but in the last 
10 years, I think I’ve been 
there four times. I haven’t 
seen a young team there yet,” 
O’Neal told reporters after a 
preseason game in Hartford, 
Conneetieut. 

“You guys, every time you 
see young people get together, 
you automatieally give it to 
them. But studies show, it’s 
doeumented the last 10 years, 
no young team has either won 
it or even been there.” 

Miami eould be the team to 
ehange that. James is the two- 
time reigning MVP, Wade is a 
former seoring ehampion who 
was MVP of the 2006 NBA 
finals, and Bosh is one of the 
best big men in the league. 
They were friends who eame 


into the league together as 
top-five pieks in the 2003 
draft and teammates on the 
U.S. Olympie that won gold 
in 2008. 

They went on the market 
together to head the most 
hyped free ageney elass in 
history, and Miami landed all 
three of them. 

“That’s the only reason for 
eoming here, me and C-Bosh 
and D-Wade, united to win a 
ehampionship,” James said 
during Miami’s media day. 
“We’re going to bring our ‘A’ 
game every night and play as 
hard as we ean to try to bring 
a ehampionship to South 
Florida.” 

Bryant won’t give it up easily, 
even as he battles nagging 
injuries and offseason knee 
surgery. Asked his reaetion 
to the Heat’s eoup, the finals 
MVP provided only a ho- 
hum, “Wow, how did Pat 
Riley pull that (expletive) off? 
Impressive.” 

Riley did it beeause his three 
stars all aeeepted less than 
allowed, leaving the Heat 
with enough money to re-sign 
Udonis Haslem and ink Mike

Miller, equipping them with a 
top beneh, as well. 

Los Angeles also got stronger 
with the signings of Steve 
Blake and Matt Barnes. Phil 
Jaekson returned to try for 
a fourth three-peat, whieh 
would allow Bryant to tie 
Jordan with six titles. 

There are other eontenders. 
The Celties were minutes 
away from an 18th title last 
season before Los Angeles 
rallied for an 83-79 vietory 
in Game 7. Orlando has won 
59 games eaeh of the last 
two seasons, and the West is 
deep in potential threats to the 
Lakers’ reign. 

Fresh off winning MVP 
honors after leading the U.S. 
to the gold medal at the world 
ehampionship, Oklahoma 
City’s Kevin Durant was voted 
by general managers as their 
piek to win the NBA’s award 
this season. The Rookie of the 
Year raee eould eome down to 
the last two No. 1 draft pieks: 
the Clippers’ Blake Griffin, 
who missed last season with 
an injury, and Washington’s 
lightning-quiek point guard, 
John Wall.

“The guy’s really good, 
probably one of the fastest, 
most physieally gifted players 
that we’ll have in the league,” 
Knieks eoaeh Mike D’Antoni 
said of Wall. “I hope he 
never learns to shoot real 
well, beeause then he’ll be 
unguardable.” 

D’Antoni’s team missed out 
on James but landed Amare 
Stoudemire, who seems 
poised to put up big numbers 
under his former eoaeh in 
Phoenix.

“(The season) is going to be 
great, but unfortunately, as 


we’ve demonstrated to the 
players assoeiation, we’re 
going to lose money,” Stem 
said. “So if we eould just make 
this into a modestly profitable 
enterprise, that would take 
a golden age into a platinum 
age.” 

A work stoppage would 
seem harder to aeeept after 
the momentum the NBA has 
pieked up in reeent months. 
The seven-game finals 
featuring the league’s best 
rivalry delivered strong TV 
ratings, free ageney news 
dominated sports pages in 
July, and trade speeulation 
involving superstars Carmelo 
Anthony and Chris Paul 
emerged late in the summer.

A James-Bryant duel in the 
finals looked on traek the last 
two years, but James didn’t 
have enough help to get him 
there. Those problems seem as 
forgotten as eold winters now 
that he’s landed in Miami. 
“That’s a team that’s loaded,” 
ESPN analyst Mark Jaekson 
said, “and I think it’s going to

Federer outclassed Dent to 
record his 727th tour win, in 
his first match in the Swedish 
capital for a decade. “When I 


look back in 98, I played my 
first one, 900 matches later 
it’s quite crazy but I’ve done 
so well. I’ve got a great win- 
loss record,” Federer said. “I 
couldn’t ask for a better career. 
“I think 1,000 should be rather 


easy to be honest, we play 
over 50 a year, so that should 
be done in a couple of years.” 
It took the 16-time Grand 
Slam winner just 17 minutes 
to win the first set, breaking 
Dent twice. 

Dent put up more of a fight in 
the second, having two break 
points in the fourth game, but 
Federer upped the tempo. 
Federer never needed to 
demonstrate his full repertoire 
of shots, but he ripped one 
backhand pass in the second 
set that brought cheers from 
the crowd at the Royal 
Tennis Hall. The second- 
ranked Swiss finished with a 
delightful drop shot. 

“That was a good night of 
tennis for me. Hardly any 
stupid mistakes, stay on the 
offensive, and tried out a few 
things,” Federer said. “Also 
tried to throw in some serve 
and volley as the lead got 
bigger and bigger.” 

Federer will face countryman 
Stanislas Wawrinka in the next 


round. Second-seeded Robin 
Soderling also advanced 
by defeating Germany’s 
Benjamin Becker 6-3, 6-3. 
The fifth-ranked Swede broke 
Becker in the sixth game to 
take the first set and twice in 
the second to the delight of the 
Swedish public. 

Fourth-seeded Ivan Ljubicic 
of Croatia breezed past

HELSINKI - Nokia Corp. is 
moving quickly to restructure 
its lagging smart phone 
business under new CEO 
Stephen Elop, announeing 
Thursday it will lay off 1,800 
people even as third-quarter 
earnings bouneed baek from a 
year-ago loss. 

The world’s largest mobile 
phone maker reported third- 
quarter net profit of euro529 
million ($733 million). The 
profit compares to a net loss 
of euro559 million in the third 
quarter last year. 

Net sales in the quarter grew 
5 pereent to euro 10.2 billion. 
Nokia’s profits were stronger 
than expeeted and its stoek 
jumped 7 percent to euro8.25 
($11.44) in Helsinki. 

The company said it was 
cutting jobs as it shakes up 
produet development in its 
Symbian smart phone business 
as it struggles to cope with 
eompetition from Apple’s 
iPhone, Research In Motion’s 
Blackberry and Google’ Ine.’s 
Android software. Nokia 
employs about 131,500 
people, with 66,000 of those at 
its Nokia Siemens Networks 


joint venture. 

Nokia said it will “aceelerate 
its transformation and inerease 
effectiveness ... ineluding 
simplifying operations in 
produet ereation in Nokia’s 
Symbian smart phones 
organization” as it struggles 
against rivals. 

The iPhone has set the 
standard for smart phones 
for many design-conscious 
consumers, while Research 
In Motion Ltd.’s BlackBerrys 
have been the favorite of the 
corporate set. More reeently, 
Google Ine.’s Android 
software has emerged as the 
choiee for phone makers that 
want to ehallenge the iPhone. 
Nokia’s Symbian operating 
system is older than Apple’s 
software and wasn’t designed 
from the ground up for 
touch screen phones. Other 
manufacturers that used 
Symbian have mainly jumped 
ship to Android. 

Elop, a Canadian who took 
Sept. 10 after veteran Olli- 
Pekka Kallasvuo left, is the 
first non-Finn to run the 
eompany. 

The ehoiee of a North 


American executive was 
largely seen as reflecting the 
inereasing dominance of U.S. 
and Canadian eompanies in 
the evolution of the top end 
mobile phone business. 

Nokia, once the bellwether 
of the deviee business, has 
disappointed markets that had 
expeeted something fresh and 
new from a eompany that onee 
had the innovative edge. 
Although Nokia last month 
unveiled its new flagship 
toueh-screen N8 model, 
whieh has been generally well 
reeeived, it was too late for the 
third quarter and the company 
has pinned its hopes on the 
last quarter for a piekup. 

But it warned that it expects 
lower deviee sales in the 
fourth quarter, of between 
euro8.2 billion and euro8.7 
billion. 

Nokia also slightly revised 
up previous estimates saying 
that it now expects the global 
deviee market to grow more 
than 10 percent this year but 
cautioned that it will lose 
market share in the full year.

TOKYO - Sony plans to 
introduce its Web-surfmg 
Google TV in Europe and 
Asia but customers may 
have to wait more than a 
year and even longer if 
they’re in China, a senior 
executive said Thursday. 
Sony’s new TV sets, 


developed with Google 
Inc., the Internet company 
based in Mountain View, 
California, went on sale 
last week in the U.S., with 
recommended retail prices 
from $600 to $1,400. 
Yoshihisa Ishida, a senior 
vice president who oversees 
the Japanese electronics and 
entertainment company’s 


TV business, said Google’s 
precarious relations with 
the Chinese government 
make the TV’s introduction 
there more challenging than 
in Japan and Europe. 

But adaptations in services 
are a must to offer the 
product in Europe and 
Japan as well and he gave 
no date. When asked if it 
could be promised within 
2011, he said it couldn’t. 
“We want to sell it as soon 
as possible,” Ishida said. 
“But I cannot give a date 
now.” He was hopeful about 
the Chinese market because 
of its sheer size and number 
of Internet users, but said 
some obstacles remain for 
its going on sale there. 
Google pulled its search 
engine from China in March, 
in protest at censorship, 
and its future in that nation 
remains uncertain. 


“It’s a big market,” Ishida 
said. “We want to be able 
to offer it in China in some 
form.” 

Tokyo-based Sony’s Google 
TV can show regular TV 
programming along with 
online content, such as 
YouTube and web sites. 

It allows viewers to carry 
out Google searches much 
like a personal computer so 
they can look at information 
about a baseball team while 
watching a broadcast game, 
for example. 

Other Internet-linking TVs 
are already available at 
stores, including those from 
Sony, but the latest sets 
developed with Google are 
“seamless,” according to 
Sony Corp., meaning that 
viewers can hop from TV to 
the Internet easily. 
Nose-diving prices have 
been a big problem for 


Sony’s TV operations. 
Ishida said the Google 
TV had to be sold at a 
reasonable price to compete 
in a market awash with 
less advanced but cheaper 
products. 

He said that, in hindsight, 
Sony perhaps could have 
set the price higher because 
the feedback from buyers 
was that they thought they 
were getting a deal. 

“That was a shocker,” he 
said. “We could have priced 
it higher.” 

In three years time, some 
70 percent of all TVs sold 
will likely connect to the 
Internet, Ishida said. 

That ratio would be higher 
in developed nations, but 
TV sales are expected to 
be booming in emerging 
markets, and most of those 
won’t be Net-linking, he 
said.Q

Cage calls for united 
fight against crime

VIENNA - Oscar-winning actor Nicolas Cage said Thursday 
that nations must work together in the battle against organized 
crime. 

Cage, a United Nations goodwill ambassador for global justice, 
said the threat posed by criminal networks is too big for 
communities or states to confront on their own so that eountries 
must cooperate with one another. 

“Organized crime is a deadly infection that preys on human 
beings,” Cage told delegates at a conference aimed at boosting 
support for a U.N. convention to curb organized crime. “It 
sows fear and violence in cities, towns and villages around the 
world.” 

Cage warned that regions weakened by eonflict, lawlessness 
and extreme poverty are especially susceptible to traffickers of 
illegal drugs, weapons and even humans. 

“It feeds off instability, and also makes instability worse,” he 
said. 

Cage described being a U.N. goodwill ambassador as his “most 
challenging and meaningful role” yet and divulged that he even 
once considered leaving the movie business to devote more 
time to helping others. 

“At some point I wanted to stop being an actor and start taking 
action,” he said. 

Cage was visibly touehed when talking about child victims he 
met in Uganda and Kenya and a 15-year old Somali boy serving 
a 10-year prison sentence for piraey. These encounters were 
“heart-wrenching” and “deeply humbled” him, he said. 

Cage highlighted the role of NGO’s, judges, prosecutors, 
doctors, religious leaders and others in helping vietims of 
organized erime, saying he now understood “who the world’s 
real heroes are.” 

Yury Fedotov, head of the United Nations Offiee on Drugs 
and Crime, praised Cage as a “humanitarian” who promoted a 
“victim-centered approach” to tackling organized crime 
Cage won the Academy Award for best actor for his role in

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Stocks reverse course, give up moruiug’s gains

NEW YORK - Stocks have 
reversed course and given up 
their big gains in afternoon 
trading Thursday. 

A strengthening dollar and 
profit-taking have helped 
drag stocks from the lofty 
levels they reached earlier 
in the day. The Dow Jones 
industrial average fell 10 
points in afternoon trading. It 
had been up as much as 105 
points in morning trading after 
index components Caterpillar 
Inc., Travelers Cos. and 
McDonald’s Corp. all beat 
earnings expectations and 
AT&T Inc. matched forecasts. 
Once again Bank of America 
Corp. hurt the Dow as it 
continues to be dogged 
by worries about whether 
investors will force the bank 


to buy back mortgages it 
originated. Stocks of other 
big, national banks were also 
mostly lower on the day, 
following Bank of America. 
Caterpillar hit a high for the 
year early in the morning 
before pulling back. United 
Parcel Service Inc.’s profit 
jumped and the shipping 
company raised its outlook. 
But it too retreated after 
coming within $1.00 of hitting 
its high for the year. 

JetBlue Airways Corp. also 
reported strong earnings only 
to see its stock approach its 
2010 high and then fall. 
Nasdaq composite index 
components Netflix Inc. and 
eBay Inc. also both hit their 
2010 highs before pulling 
back. The pair are still holding 
onto some gains in afternoon 
trading. 


A stronger dollar has put a 
crimp in investors’ appetite for 
riskier assets like stocks and 
commodities. Gold and oil 
prices tumbled because they 
are priced in dollars, so when 
the dollar rises it makes them 
a more expensive investment. 
Falling oil and commodities 
prices, in turn, hurt shares of 
energy and materials stocks, 
including companies like 
Newmont Mining Corp. and 
Occidental Petroleum Corp. 
The Dow fell 10.37, or 0.1 
percent, to 11,097.60 in 
afternoon trading. The fall 
comes after the Dow briefly 
eclipsed its highest closing 
level of 2010. It closed at 
11,205.03 on April 26. 

The Standard & Poor’s 500 
index fell 3.62, or 0.3 percent, 
to 1,174.55, while the Nasdaq 
fell 13.65, or 0.6 percent, to 


Toyota recalling 1.53 million cars globally

TOKYO - Toyota is recalling 1.53 million 
Lexus, Avalon and other models, mostly in the 
U.S. and Japan, for brake fluid and fuel pump 
problems, the latest in a string of quality lapses 
for the world’s No. 1 automaker. 

Toyota Motor Corp. said Thursday that it will 
call back for repairs about 740,000 cars in the 
U.S. and 599,000 in Japan. The remainder are 
in Europe and other markets around the world. 
Honda Motor Co. also said it would recall an 
undetermined number of vehicles because of 
the same issue. Over the past year, Toyota 
has recalled more than 10 million cars and 
trucks worldwide for a variety of problems, 
from faulty gas pedals and floor mats that can 
trap accelerators, to braking problems in its 
Prius hybrid. In August, Toyota recalled 1.33 
million Corolla sedans and Matrix hatchbacks 
in the U.S. and Canada because their engines 
may stall. The majority of vehicles this time 
around need to be fixed for a problem with 
the brake master cylinder which could lead to 
weaker braking power, said spokesman Paul 
Nolasco in Tokyo. Some models in Japan and 
elsewhere — but not in North America — have 
an electrical problem with the fuel pump which 
could cause the engine to stall, he said. 

No accidents have been reported from the two 
defects, he said. 

Nolasco said the recall decision was made 
under Toyota’s new quality control regime 


instituted over the last several months in 
response to criticism that the company was 
slow in dealing with the slew of safety problems 
earlier this year. Changes include naming a 
chief quality officer to head up regional quality 
control teams that have more autonomy and 
can contribute directly to decisions on whether 
recalls are required. Toyota received initial 
complaints about both problems five years ago, 
but that didn’t mean there was documentation 
of a pattern that would trigger a recall, Nolasco 
said. “It takes a while to compile the evidence 
for a recall,” Nolasco said. Once the evidence 
pointed to a need for a recall, the company 
moved immediately to announce one, he said. 
Analysts said the recall decision, coming 
just two months after the Corolla and Matrix 
recall, seems to suggest that Toyota is trying 
to be more forthcoming about safety issues. 
American regulators hit Toyota with a $16.4 
million fine for failing to promptly tell the 
government about its car defects. 

“Toyota’s image suffered because it was slow 
and so it is trying to be quick with its response,” 
said Ryuichi Saito, auto analyst with Mizuho 
Investors Securities in Tokyo. 

The models affected by the latest recall in 
the U.S. include the 2005 and 2006 Avalon, 
2004 through 2006 non-hybrid Highlander 
and Lexus RX330, and 2006 Lexus GS300, 
IS250, and IS350 vehicles, the company said 
in a statement from its U.S. headquarters in 
Torrance, California. □

WASHINGTON (Reuters) 
- The HlNl swine flu vims 
may be starting to mutate, and 
a slightly new form has begun 
to predominate in Australia, 
New Zealand and Singapore, 
researchers reported on 
Thursday. 

More study is needed to tell 
whether the new strain is 
more likely to kill patients 
and whether the current 


vaccine can protect against 
it completely, said Ian 
Barr of the World Health 
Organization Collaborating 
Center for Reference and 
Research on Influenza in 
Melbourne, Australia and 
colleagues. “However, it may 
represent the start of more 
dramatic antigenic drift of the 
pandemic influenza At HlNl ) 
viruses that may require a 
vaccine update sooner than 
might have been expected,” 


they wrote in the online 
publication Eurosurveillance. 
It is possible it is both more 
deadly and also able to 
infect people who have been 
vaccinated, they said. 

Flu viruses mutate constantly 
— this is why people need a 
fresh flu vaccine every year. 
Since it broke out in March 
2009 and spread globally, 
the HlNl swine flu virus has 
been very stable with almost 
no mutation. 

Scientists around the world 
keep an eye on all flu strains in 
case an especially dangerous 
new mutant emerges. While 
HlNl turned out not to be 
especially deadly, it spread 
globally within weeks and 
killed more children and 
young adults than an average 
strain does. WHO declared 
the pandemic over in August 
[ID:nLDE6790D9] but 
HlNl has now taken over as 
the main seasonal flu strain 
circulating almost everywhere 
but South Africa, where 
H3N2 and influenza B are 
more common. The current 
seasonal flu vaccine protects 


against HlNl, H3N2 and 
the B strain. “The virus has 
changed little since it emerged 
in 2009, however, in this 
report we describe several 
genetically distinct changes in 
the pandemic HlNl influenza 
virus,” Barr’s team wrote 
in the report, available at 
http: / / WWW. euro surve i llanc e. 
org/ViewArticle. 
aspx?ArticleId= 19692. 

“These variants were first 
detected in Singapore in early 
2010 and have subsequently 
spread through Australia and 
New Zealand.” 

The changes are not significant 
yet, they said. But there have 
been some cases of people 
who were vaccinated also 
becoming infected, and also 
some deaths. 

“Already this variant virus 
has been associated with 
several vaccine breakthroughs 
in teenagers and adults 
vaccinated in 2010 with 
monovalent pandemic 

influenza vaccine (protecting 
against only HlNl) as well as 
a number of fatal cases from 
whom the variant virus was 


isolated,” they wrote. 

But there is not enough 
information to tell whether 
there may have been other 
factors making the patients 
more vulnerable, they stressed. 
“It remains to be seen whether 
this variant will continue 
to predominate for the rest 
of the influenza season in 
Oceania and in other parts of 
the southern hemisphere and 
then spread to the northern 
hemisphere or merely die 
out,” they wrote. 

WHO says 18,450 people 
worldwide are confirmed 
to have died from HlNl, 
including many pregnant 
women and young people. 
But WHO says it will take at 
least a year after the pandemic 
ends to determine the true 
death toll, which is likely to 
be much higher. 

Seasonal flu kills an estimated 
500,000 people a year, 90 
percent of them frail elderly 
people, according to the 
WHO. The 1957 pandemic 
killed about 2 million people 
and the last pandemic, in 
1968, killed 1 million. Q 


Mom’s Suicide May Raise Ciiiid’s Odds for later Suicide Attempt

New research out of Sweden suggests that a 
mother’s suicide may influence the risk for later 
suicide attempts in her children, even more so than 
the suicide of a father. 

The research doesn’t prove that suicides by parents, 
either the mother or the father, causes offspring to 
face a higher risk of trying to kill themselves. And 
the researchers noted that the number of offspring 
in the study who ended up hospitalized after a 
suicide attempt was small. 

Still, “pediatricians, surviving parents and 
educators should be aware of the possible risk 
and provide appropriate referral sources for these 
children as needed,” said study lead author S. Janet 
Kuramoto, a graduate student at Johns Hopkins 
Bloomberg School of Public Health. 

In 2007, suicide was the 10th leading cause of 
death in the United States, accounting for almost 
34,600 deaths, according to the U.S. Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. Suicide is more 
prevalent among men, with about four times as 


many males as females killing themselves. 
Previous studies have hinted that the children of 
parents who committed suicide were at higher risk 
of feeling suicidal themselves, but it wasn’t clear 
if the problems were connected to the parent’s 
suicide or to the fact that the parent died, whatever 
the cause, Kuramoto said. The authors of the new 
study sought to gain more insight. 

They examined Swedish databases to discover 
what happened to 5,600 children whose mothers 
committed suicide and 17,847 whose fathers 
committed suicide during the years 1973-2003. 
The researchers compared that data to rates of 
children whose parents died in accidents. 

The study flndings are published online and in the 
November print issue of the journal Pediatrics. 
After adjusting their statistics so they wouldn’t be 
thrown off by signs of mental illness in the parents, 
the researchers found that the children of mothers 
who committed suicide were nearly twice as likely 
to be hospitalized in connection to a suicide attempt 
than those whose mothers died in accidents. 


“This sounds like a pretty significant increase, but 
the majority of the offspring — over 95 percent — 
were not hospitalized for suicide attempts during 
the study period,” Kuramoto stressed. 

Overall, “2 percent of the offspring who lost 
their mother in a fatal accident had a subsequent 
suicide-attempt hospitalization, and 4 percent of 
the offspring who lost a mother to suicide,” she 
said. 

One anomaly from the study was that children of 
fathers who had committed suicide do not appear 
to be at a significant higher risk of attempted 
suicide. It’s not clear why the suicides of mothers, 
which were less common, may have had more of 
an effect than the suicides of fathers. 

Thomas Joiner, a professor of psychology at Florida 
State University and author of books about suicide, 
offered one theory: Suicide is rare in women, and 
“when it happens, it signals severe illness, even 
more so than it does in men.” The illness could be a 
sign of genetic problems that the women may pass 
on to their kids, he said. □ 
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Sea ice melting as Arctic temperature rises

WASHINGTON - The temperature 
is rising again in the Arctic, with 
the sea ice extent dropping to one of 
the lowest levels on record, climate 
scientists reported Thursday. 

The new Arctic Report Card “tells a 
story of widespread, continued and 
even dramatic effects of a warming 
Arctic,” said Jackie Richter-Menge 
of the Cold Regions Research and 
Engineering Laboratory, a U.S. 
Army Corps of Engineers facility in 
Hanover, N.H. 

“This isn’t just a climatological effect. 
It impacts the people that live there,” 
she added. 

Atmospheric scientists concerned 
about global warming focus on the 
Arctic because that is a region where 
the effects are expected to be felt first, 
and that has been the case in recent 
years. 

There was a slowdown in Arctic 
warming in 2009, but in the first half of 
2010 warming has been near a record 
pace, with monthly readings over 
4 degrees Celsius (7.2 Fahrenheit) 
above normal in northern Canada. 
according to the report card released 
Thursday. 

Highlighting the immediate 
consequences of the warming, 
researchers said last winter’s massive 


snowstorms that struck the Northeast 
and Mid-Atlantic states were tied to 
higher Arctic temperatures. 

“Normally the cold air is bottled up in 
the Arctic,” said Jim Overland of the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration’s Pacific Marine 
Environmental Laboratory in Seattle. 
But last December and February, 
winds that normally blow west to 
east across the Arctic were instead 
bringing the colder air south to the 
Mid-Atlantic, he said. 

“As we lose more sea ice it’s a paradox 
that warming in the atmosphere can 
create more of these winter storms,” 
Overland said at a news briefing. 
There is a powerful connection 
between ice cover and air temperatures, 
Richter-Menge explained. When 
temperatures warm, ice melts . When 
reflective ice melts it reveals darker 
surfaces underneath, which absorbs 
more heat. That, in turn, causes more 
melting “and on the cycle goes,” she 
said. 

In September the Arctic sea ice extent 
was the third smallest in the last 30 
years, added Don Perovich of the 
Army laboratory. He said the three 
smallest ice covers have occurred in 
the last four years. 

Other findings included: 

Winter snow accumulation on land in 
the Arctic was the lowest since records 


began in 1966. 

Glaciers and ice caps in Arctic Canada 
are continuing to lose mass at a rate 
that has been increasing since 1987, 
reflecting a trend toward warmer 
summer air temperatures and longer 
melt seasons. 

The temperature in the permafrost is 
rising in Alaska, northwest Canada, 
Siberia and Northern Europe. 
Greenland in 2010 is marked by 
record-setting high air temperatures, 
ice loss through melting, and marine¬ 
terminating glacier area loss. The 
largest recorded glacier area loss 
observed in Greenland occurred this 
summer at Petermann Glacier, where 
a piece of ice several times larger than 
Manhattan Island broke away. 

The report card, prepared by 69 
researchers in eight countries, is issued 
annually by the U.S. National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration. 

In addition to Richter-Menge, 
Overland and Perovich, lead 
researchers included Mary-Louise 
Timmermans at Yale University; Jason 
Box, Ohio State University; Mike 
Gill, Environment Canada; Martin 
Sharp, University of Alberta, Canada; 
Chris Derksen, Environment; and 
D.A. Walker, Vladimir Romanovsky 
and Uma Bhatt, University of Alaska- 
Fairbanks. □

LOS ANGELES - When 
NASA blasted a hole in the 
moon last year in search of 
water, scientists figured there 
would be a splash. They just 
didn’t know how big. 


Now new results from the 
Hollywood-esque moonshot 
reveal lots of water in a crater 
where the sun never shines — 
41 gallons of ice and vapor. 
That may not sound like much 
— it’s what a typical washing 
machine uses for a load — 


but it’s almost twice as much 
as researchers had initially 
measured and more than they 
ever expected to find. 

The estimate represents only 
what scientists can see from 
the debris plume that was 
kicked up from the high-speed 
crash near the south pole by a 
NASA spacecraft on Oct. 9, 
2009. 

Mission chief scientist 
Anthony Colaprete of the 
NASA Ames Research Center 
calculates there could be 1 
billion gallons of water in the 
crater that was hit — enough 
to fill 1,500 Olympic-sized 
swimming pools. 

“Where we impacted was 
quite wet,” Colaprete said, 
adding there could be more 
such craters at both the moon’s 
poles. 

Proof that the moon is dynamic 
and not a dry, desolate world 
offers hope for a possible 
future astronaut outpost where 
water on site could be used 
for drinking or making rocket 
fuel. 

But the scientists’ excitement 
is tempered by the political 
reality that there’s no plan 
to land on the moon anytime 
soon. 

The $79 million moon mission 
known as the Lunar Crater 
Observation and Sensing 
Satellite, or LCROSS, was 
launched to determine whether 
water exists at the moon’s 
poles. Previous spacecraft 
spied hints of possible ice in 
polar craters. 

The mission involved 


slamming a spent rocket into 
Cabeus crater. The crash 
carved a hole about one 
quarter the size of a football 
field. 

A trailing spacecraft then flew 
through the cloud of debris and 
dust thrown up by the impact 
and used its instruments to 
analyze what was inside 
before it also struck the moon. 
Besides water, the plume also 
contained carbon monoxide, 
carbon dioxide, ammonia, 
sodium, mercury and silver. 
The findings were published 
in Friday’s issue of the journal 
Science. 

How the soup of compounds 
became trapped in Cabeus 
crater, among the coldest 
places in the solar system, is 
unclear. One theory is that 
they came from comets and 
asteroids, which pounded the 
lunar surface billions of years 
ago, and later drifted to the 
poles. 

Mission scientist Kurt 
Retherford of the Southwest 
Research Institute in San 
Antonio, Texas, thinks the 
discovery of mercury could 
pose a challenge for any 
human settlers because of its 
toxicity. 

But Colaprete, the mission 
chief scientist, said there are 
ways around the mercury 
dilemma. 

“Just like we use filters 
on Earth to make sure our 
drinking water is clean, we 
will do the same on the moon. 
We can distill or purify it,” he 
said. 


Apollo astronauts previously 
found traces of silver and 
gold in lunar samples facing 
the Earth. Specks of silver 
in the frigid polar crater are 
“not going to start the next 
'silver rush’ to the moon,” 
said planetary geologist Peter 
Schultz of Brown University, 
who analyzed the plume. 
While scientists celebrated the 
copious data returned to Earth, 
the highly hyped mission last 
year was a public relations 
bomb. Scores of space fans 
who stayed up all night to 
glimpse NASA’s promised 
debris plume through webcast 
or telescopes saw little more 
than a fuzzy white flash. 
LCROSS was originally 
hatched as a robotic mission 
before a future human trip. 
That was before Congress 
approved a blueprint last 
month for NASA that shifts 
the focus from a manned moon 
landing — as outlined under 
President George W. Bush — 
in favor of sending astronauts 
to near-Earth asteroids and 
eventually Mars. A return to 
the moon could potentially be 
a way station — something 
still to be decided — but the 
moon won’t be an overall 
goal. 

Given the recent water find, 
“it’s disappointing that we’re 
not going to forge ahead” with 
a moon return next decade, 
said space scientist Greg 
Delory of the University of 
California, Berkeley, who was 
not involved in the project. 
But he believes that “when 
the time is right, we’re going 
to send people there again.”□

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Chavez se reune con presidente 
sirio en su gira “antiimperialista” 


DAMASCO (AP) - El 
presidente venezolano Hugo 
Chavez se reunio el jueves 
con su homologo sirio 
Bashar Assad, con quien 
discutio una propuesta para 
un proyecto petrolero, en un 
recorrido internacional que 
busca en parte contrarrestar 
lo que el lider sudamericano 
llama “imperialismo” 

estadounidense. 

Chavez llego el miercoles 
a Damasco desde Teheran, 
donde previamente tanto el 
como el presidente irani, 
Mahmud Ahmadinej ad, 

dijeron que estaban unidos en 
sus esfuerzos para establecer 
“un nuevo orden mundial” 
que eliminaria el dominio 
de Occidente en los asuntos 
mundiales. 

Desde que el presidente 
Barack Obama asumio el 
poder, la Casa Blanca ha 
tenido varios gestos de 
acercamiento hacia Siria, 
como el envio de misiones 
diplomaticas. El pais esta bajo 
sanciones porque Washington 
considera que apoya a grupos 
terroristas. Tambien senala 
que el pais realiza actividades 
nucleares ocultas, lo que 
Damasco niega.

comunicado. 

En el 2007, Siria firmo un 
contrato con Iran, Venezuela y 
Malasia para la construccion 
de una refineria de petroleo en 
el centro de su territorio. 

El comunicado tambien 
senalo que el gobierno irani 
accedio el miercoles a que 
Venezuela participe en el 
desarrollo de depositos de gas 
de su pais.

Insulza deflende labor de 
OEA en crisis de Ecuader 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Jose Miguel 
Insulza defendio el jueves la actuacion de la 
Organizacion de los Estados Americanos en 
la crisis politica ocurrida hace tres semanas 
en Ecuador, y nego que el organismo se 
apresurara al calificar el incidente como un 
“intento fallido de golpe de estado”. 

“^Que quieren que hagamos? ^Quieren una 
region con mas confiictos? La OEA no es una 
organizacion de guerreros sino de bomberos. 
Combatimos el fiiego con agua, no con mas 
fiiego”, dijo el secretario general durante una 
conferencia. 

“Mi rol es mantener a la organizacion unida, 
no ir por encima de los gobiemos porque no 
es una organizacion supranacional. Es una 
limitacion. Tuvimos un fracaso, Honduras, 
pero evitamos problemas en otras partes 
del continente”, agrego. La OEA expulso a 
Honduras tras el derrocamiento del entonces 
presidente Manuel Zelaya, y varios paises se 
mantienen opuestos al regreso de la nacion 
centroamericana. 

“En Honduras actuamos tarde, pero no en 
Ecuador. Estamos orgullosos de lo que alia 
hicimos”, dijo Insulza, quien en ese entonces 


convoco una sesion extraordinaria y viajo 
inmediatamente a Quito para expresar apoyo 
al mandatario Rafael Correa. 

Insulza respondio asi a un editorial publicado 
la vispera por el diario The Washington Post, 
que lo critico duramente por calificar los 
sucesos de Ecuador como golpe de estado. 
Un sector de la oposicion ecuatoriana 
tambien sostiene que el evento solo fue una 
protesta policial y que nunca busco derrocar 
al gobierno. 

“Me gustaria ver que pasaria si atacan al 
presidente en Washington como atacaron 
a Correa. Ningiin periodico lo llamaria una 
polvareda”, senalo. 

Durante una intensa balacera, una fuerza 
elite extrajo a Correa del hospital donde paso 
unas 10 horas retenido a raiz de una protesta 
policial por la modificacion de sus beneficios 
laborales. 

La policia abrio una investigacion a 13 altos 
funcionarios por los sucesos que dejaron una 
docena de muertos y 270 heridos. “Pero no 
habia policias en las calles, y asi el gobierno 
ecuatoriano no habria durado dos dias en esas 
condiciones”, explico Insulza.□
